Bancroft Design Revealed 


A scale model of the design for 
the new Bancroft Elementary 
School have been delivered to the 
town manager’s office, providing 
the first three-dimensional look 
officials have had of the contem= 
porary building Architect William 
D,. Warner is planning for South= 
east Andover, 

The large school will house from 
500 to 600 pupils, but it does not 
seem overwhelming because of a 
variety of gable, hip and pyramid 
roofs which give the impression 
that the school is made up of a 
collection of small buildings, 
Natural light is provided for 
several classrooms and the cafe= 
torium through skylights ina nume= 
ber of these roofs, 

Building Chairman Robert Lloyd 
said this week, ‘‘It is an exciting 
building, I think it will give children 
a real education in environ- 
ment, . . It is not just a building; 
it is an education,”* 

Warner, a Providence, R, I, 
architect, has planned that load 
bearing exterior walls will be 


constructed of colored pumice 


block and that non-bearing walls 
will be of tongue and groove plank= 
ing treated with a preservative 
stain, The roof will be of asphalt 
shingles, 

The site will not be barren, The 
school will be virtually hidden 
from the neighborhood by trees, 
Lloyd reports, He added that the 
water department’s Donald Bassett 
has cooperated with Warner in 
preservation of the site, saving 
as many trees in the area of the 
Bancroft Reservoir construction 
project as feasible, 

There will be three access roads 
leading to the school and aparking, 
lot that will be concealed by a low 
earth embankment, 

Architect Warner has designed 
one other elementary school of a 
similar type to the one designed 
for Andover - the Gordon School 
in East Providence, R, I, His plans 
for that school won one of 11 honor 
awards presented by the American 
Institute of Architects in the year 
of its completion, 

The AIA award is the highest 
professional recognition given for 


architectural merit, 

The awards jury said of 
Warner’s building; (it is) ‘fa note- 
worthy example of appropriate 
scale and a fine expression of a 
direct use of simple, inexpensive 
materials,’? The multi-unit school 
complex was described as ‘‘a com= 
munity of spaces well fitted to 
site,”’ 

The Gordon School has also won 
awards from the National School 
Boards Assn,, the Boston Arts 
Festival and the Rhode Island AIA, 

Warner won a prize in 1966 for 
his design for the Westminster 
Congregational Society Church 
(Unitarian) of East Greenwich, R, I, 
at the 37th annual Conference on 
Religious Architecture held in San 
Francisco. The conference is 
sponsored by the National Council 
of Churches, the Guild for Reli- 
gious Architecture and the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects. 

Conference judges selected four 
churches of contemporary design 
for awards, after expressing cri- 
ticism of ‘‘Churches that look like

Board Delays 
Action On 
Rail Subsidy 


The Selectmen this week con- 
sidered, but decided against 
moving the date for a planned 
summer Town Meeting forward to 
give members a chance to vote 
before June 30 on whether or not 
they are willing to subsidize the 
MBTA in order to maintain train 
service to Andover beyond that 
date,

area on that date, 

The board weighed the pros and 
cons of rushing through plans for 
the Bancroft School presentation 
which is the prime item on the 
agenda for the summer meeting, 
and going to Town Meeting without 
the bids Town Manager Richard 
Bowen promised when the school 
project was initiated, 

Chairman Philip K, Allen told 
the Selectmen that he was con= 
cerned about the possibility of 
jeopardizing the school proposal, 
and other members agreed 
unanimously that it is of prime 
importance for the public be ade= 
quately informed prior to the 
August meeting, Mention was made 
of the fact that acquisition of the 
site for this school was delayed 
because questions were left un- 
answered at the first of the two 
Town Meetings it took to get 
authorization for purchase of the 
land, 

Allen said further delays would 
mean postponing opening of the 
school which is scheduled for 
September, 1968, 

Prompting consideration of an 
immediate Town Meeting was the 
fact that if Andover passes up the 
opportunity to negotiate a contract 
with the MBTA before commuter 
service is suspended, it risks the 
possibility of court action if it 
later decides to agree to the sub- 
sidy,

Achilles has been provided with 
the clothing and school supplies 
necessary so that he can continue 
his schooling, With sponsorship 
funds, he was able to finish his 
primary schooling, and he is now 
attending a technical school, This 
vocational training will enable him 
to find employment easily; unlike 
his father who, due to lack of edue 
cation and vocational training, has 
known only poverty, 

In the four years of the spon= 
sorship, the Aidinis family has 
realized a vast improvement in 
their economic position, In the 
first year of the sponsorship, they 
purchased two goats, The animals 
provided milk and young for sale, 
This increased income enabled the 
family to increase their land hold- 
ings and realize nev, income from 
the additional sale of crops, Year 
by year, the family has added to 
their acreage and their livestock 
holdings, until today when self- 
sufficiency is near at hand, The 
latest report from the Greek Field 
Office states that with one more 
year of sponsorship, the Aidinis 
family will have stabilized their 
financial status - their dreams will 
soon be realized, 

The village of Agios Georgios 
has also reaped many benefits from

Editorial Comment 


A Wise Move 


The Selectmen prudently avoided this week the opportu- 
nity to act in haste and repent at leisure. 

The board met over dinner Monday to decide whether 
or not it should rush through plans for a summer Town 
Meeting in order to take measure of voter reaction to a 
railroad subsidy plan in advance of June 30 when the 
B&M will discontinue passenger service to Andover, 
Lawrence and Haverhill. 

The hurried conference was a reaction to a Friday 
meeting of Merrimack Valley officials where there was 
general agreement that this area’s rail link with the core 
city should be preserved. 

But should Andover sign a contract with the MBTA for 
continued service? Should it put its Bancroft School pro- 
posal in jeopardy by calling a Town Meeting before the 
manager was in a position to deliver all the specifics 
promised in early discussions of the school project? Or 
should it risk potential legal complications with the 
MBTA and other carriers by delaying voter discussion of 
the train subsidy? 

Members of the board were not unanimous in their 
attitudes toward the railroad question, some expressing 
the view that the limited number of commuters boarding 
the train here can, if need be, join those Andover people 
who already use the MBTA’s rapid transit service from 
Reading. The manager pointed out the importance of look- 
ing at the train issue in terms of the long range detriment 
to the community rather than in terms of members. But he 
nevertheless agreed with the majority view that the fate 
of the Bancroft School must be of prime concern — this, 
and a school site article which is still to be drafted. 

The design for the Bancroft School is drawn to fit 
changing concepts in elementary education; it is totally 
unlike any of the existing schools in Andover and must 
consequently be explained. Given time, the architect will 
be prepared not only to describe how he hascreated a 
building to fit school department specifications, but detail 
also plans for building materials. The manager needs the 
weeks between now and August to follow through with his 
plan to take bids and present for the first time in An- 
dover’s school building history, a complete school for 
consideration by voters. 

After this town’s past experiences with school con- 
struction, voters deserve the luxury of dealing with a 
clear-cut issue. Further more, they have proved in the 
past that they function most responsibly when adequately 
informed. 

The Selectmen’s decision to avoid interfering with the 
scheduled procedure, was therefore a wise one. 


Addendum 


There is nothing new about the train situation. It has 
been a spasmodic ‘‘emergency’’ for the last several years, 
one officials have tended to ignore between ICC dead- 
lines. 

The last time there was a flurry of activity, the Andover 
board tossed the whole subject into the laps of a trans- 
portation committee, 

And when the ICC mercifully agreed to another exten- 
sion, the board withdrew a 1966 warrant article which 
would have authorized negotiation of an MBTA contract 
and provided funds to cover the deficit incurred locally. 

Now, apparently, the ICC means business. But this is 
no reason for Andover to take panic action. 

It is time, instead, to wonder why the transportation 
committee and the Selectmen did not anticipate June 30, 
1967 at the March Town Meeting.

In 1842, John James Audubon 
stopped at the U,S, Hotel inSpring- 
field, Mass.,, and declared it: *‘Un= 
doubtedly the best public house I 
ever was at in America,”’ 

Since John James was a worldly 
itinerant, accustomed to laying his 
head on anything from a silkpillow 
to a rock, his judgment seems 
above question, Certainly, the ob= 
servation applied to New England, 
He already had spent many daysin 
Worcester, Boston, New Bedford, 
Taunton and such smaller way 
stations in Massachusetts as Ply= 
mouth, Hingham, Fairhaven and 
Newburyport, He had sampled the 
accommodations in Providence, 
R, I,, and Portsmouth, N.H,, inhis 
travels through those states, 

One of the exasperating things 
he had to deal with in most of those 
New England towns was the Yankee 
predilection toward temperance, 
New England had begun warring on 
demon rum andthe short-tempered 
genius of presumably French des= 
cent was not prepared for such a 
drought, He spoke often and some= 
times unkindly of the hotels which 
had become ‘‘temperance houses’® 
and remarks of Worcester’s 
hotels; ‘*All the houses here are

recent exhibit at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 
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purely temperance houses,” A 
friendly Worcester lawyer, Isaac 
Davis, however, invited Audubon 
to his home where he had ‘‘a hearty 
supper, drank a glass of good old 
Port.” 

While the towns that Audubon 
visited in New England between 
1840 and 1843 are familiar today 
and the names of families he visited 
remain the prominent names of our 
era, the natural landscape has 
changed radically, Audubon com= 
mented upon his trip up the Connec= 
ticut River from Hartford to 
Springfield, The trip was made on 
the steamer Agawam and the fare 
was 50 cents, 

“I saw,”* he said of the Connec= 
ticut River trip, ‘‘people hauling 
the seine and catching large and 
good looking sturgeons, , .’” 

We mention these peregrinations 
of Audubon because the week which 
brackets May 10 is Audubon Week, 
As is typical for most ‘*weeks’® of 
official stature, the period has 
nothing whatever to do with the 
person or institution honored, 
Audubon always chose summer, 
autumn or winter for New England 
visits = never spring, The May 10
